The  two  distinct  sales  combined  in  this  catalog  have  the  lots  num- 
berd  consecutively  to  prevent  confusion  in  bidding.  It  has  been  a long 
time  since  collectors  and  dealers  have  had  a wider  variety  from  which 
to  choose. 

Beginning  in  September,  other  installments  of  the  Morris  Collection 
will  be  listed,  the  first  to  contain  some  rare  and  noteworthy  Canadians. 


Terms  of  Sale. 

1.  All  bids  to  be  by  the  lot,  irrespectiv  of  the  number  of  pieces  in  a 
lot.  Bids  below  $1.  must  be  in  multiples  of  5c,  and  above  $1,  multiples  of 
10c.  A bid  of  67c  will  be  construed  as  65c,  and  a bid  of  SI. 83  as  81.80,  etc. 

2.  Regular  patrons  may  have  their  goods  forwarded  to  them  only  on 
the  distinct  understanding  that  they  will  send  immediate  paymeiit.  Auction 
sales  are  spot  cash  and  no  time  allowances  or  credit  can  be  permitted 
under  any  circumstances,  the  owner  of  the  coins  expecting  prompt  pay- 
ment. Strangers  must  send  satisfactory  references. 

3.  Bids  are  numberd  and  tabulated  in  their  order  of  receipt.  If  twc 
or  more  bids  on  any  certain  lot  are  alike,  the  one  first  receivd  gets  the  lot. 
If  two  or  more  unlimited  bids  on  any  certain  lot  are  receivd,  the  first  one 
in  gets  the  lot  at  a slight  advance  over  the  highest  bid.
